The bid of the 
3 -it-a works is t.t complete a cruiser 
imhia thirty-six months, for 82,825,- 
000, according to the department's epee- 
fications. The Cramps propose, first, 
o build a vessel of 9700 tons displace- 
ment and twenty-three knots, in thirtj- 
ix months, for 82,740,000. A memo 
rand urn states that it is impossible to 
bnild a vessel of the above speed and 
displacement for less than $3,100,000, 
but the Cramps offer to do it for 82,- 
10,000, which is about the total avail 
tole sum at the department's disposal, 
on condition that the secretary of the 
navy apply to congress for an appro- 
priation of $3.0,000, to bring the entire 
contract price up to three million. The 
tramps' second proposal, in the event 
that the first is rejected, is to build a 
smaller and slower cruiser, of 6800 tons 
and twenty-two knoti, in thirty-four 
months, for 82,740,000.

April Snowstorm Fills City's 


Streets.

Pittsburg, April 4.—Pittsburg was 


yesterday the center of a snowstorm 
that began early in the morning, con- 
tinued with great force until, after 
doing thousands of dollars' worth of 
damage, it made practically useless for 
a time every electric wire iu the city, 
suspended all street car travel and in 
the early hours isolated the city from 
the outside world. Heavy rain fell be- 
fore the storm came, and all reports 
from up river points tell of rising 
streams, which may bring about a 
flood here and below. 


Tbe losses cannot be-fixed, but con- 


servative estimates place the amount 
at between $250,000 and $300.000. Tel- 
egraph and telephone companies are 
the heaviest losers, because their lines 
reach every part of the storm district 


Began With Wet Snow. 


Early in the morning a heavy wet 


snow began falling. It clung tenacious- 
ly to everything it touched, and by 9 
o'clock every wire in the city was 
coated with snow. The trunk lines of 
the central district were the first to 
give way, and most of the other trou- 
bles that followed are attributed to 
the failure of this service. The poles 
were heavily laden, carrying 150 tele- 
phone wires and two cables. Wherever 
a pole gave way long stretches of poles 
went with it, falling into the street, 
breaking trolley-and electric wires as 
though they were threads. 


In Ellsworth avenue^ from Amberson 


avenue to Craig street, the wreck is 
complete, every -pole being down. Five 
Consolidated cars were caught in this 
district and were held there until after 
9 o'clock at night. 


Street* Tied Up. 


Centre avenue, from Pennsylvania 


avenue to Craig street, is in almost as 
bad shape as Ellsworth. Forbes ave- 
nue, from Craft avenue to Craig street, 
is also prostrate, and Frankstown ave- 
nue for a long distance was a mass of 
poles and wires. 


All of these streets were completely 


blocked from 9 o'clock until 1:30 p. m. 
By dint of hard work with a large 
force of men street ear travel was re- 
sumed on the Fifth avenue line at 1:30 
o'clock, the other branches following 
rapidly until all except the Ellsworth 
avenue line were open by 5 p. m. .The 
telephone company has a large force at 
work and say they will be in operation 
in a day or two. 


I 
In Other Places. 


The storm passed outward, and all 


the suburban towns in the vicinity 
suffered proportionately with this city. 
Wilkinsburg, Braddock, Homestead. 
Duquesne and McKeesport £11 report 
business at a standstill for a part of the 
day, caused by the prostration of the 
wires. Alleghany escaped with com- 
paratively little damage. Mount Wash- 
ington and the other hilltops suffered 
severely. All railroad trains from the 
east are hours late, having encountered 
in the mountains snow to the depth of 
12 and 15 inches which was so wet and 
clinging that snowplows could not 
clear the tracks. For a time it was 
feared there would be a blockade on 
both the Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
and Ohio roads.
